NEB., June 13. A tornado
Btrudk the town of Herman, In

county, this evening, and wiped the
place out of existence. Herman is a place
of about 300 in the extreme
northern part of county. It
is on the line of the Chicago, St. Paul,

& Omaha railway:1 j ,
The tornado wrought fearful

A conductor on the evening train from
Sioux City passed through the place not
long after the storm and he says that not
a building is left standing in the town. He
himself counted twelve dead bodks lying
In the streets.

The fatalities will un up
to a. hundred, if not higher. A special
train has left Blair, the county seat, ten
miles distant, for tho scene of the disaster,
carrying surgeons and all needed supplies.
Wires are all down north of Herman, and
it is not known how much further north
the storm went, but reports are coming in
to the effect that a large portion of tho
country north of Herman is laid waste.
The entire eastern portion of Nebraska is
being swept by a terrific rain, wind and
electric storm The streets of
Omaha are flooded and the play of light-
ning fearful!

Additional details are in
the tomado-- at Herman.

received up to 11 o'clock state
that every building In the town is destroy-
ed except the- public school and one small
dwelling, both of which are on the out-
skirts. The force of tho wind was terrific

Willing hands did what they could to help

the injured and in the course of an hour
the train pulled out for Blair with

injured en board They were taken

All the citizens of Blair have thrown
open their houses to the wounded and the

petent surgeons. Many of the injured will
die, but some of them received but slight
Injuries.

It is owing to the confusion
to ascertain the number of dead, but
twelve are known to have been killed and
the list will run very much higher. Among
the badly hurt is George B. Clyde, the lo-

cal station agent for the Omaha road at
Herman.

Jaynes, of the Omaha

the disaster and left at once for Herman
on a handcar, taking two along
with him to assist in the in-
jured.

The storm had been for some
hours and people In Blair and the

country had noticed two huge

that point. The had also no-
ticed them, but had not become seriously
alarmed as the storm seemed to be pass-
ing them in a northerly course, but at 6
o'clock It was obvious to all in Herman
that their town must bear the entire brunt
of the storm.

People scurried in all directions and
sought the shelter of the few cyclone cel-
lars and instantly the town was a seething
mass of debris. After the first violent burst
of wind a torrent of rain fell. In Herman
there were left standing a school house, the
hotel without a roof, which had been
moved several feet from its location and
one or two more or less houses.
The entire business portion of the town
is blown Into one immense mass of wreck-
age. It is greatly feared that many more
have been killed than those whose bodies
have been found. Train No. 2. the flyer
on the C. St P., M. & O., due in Herman
at 7:03. pulled in seventeen minutes late
and discovered that the entire train crew
as well as many of the passengers had
turned into a relief corps and"!
the train into an emergency nospitai.

The train, unable to proceed through the
wreckage of the grain elevator blown
across the tracks. returned to
Blair villi some people, this
number including one of the dead and all
of the wounded found up to that time.

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DISASTERAT SEA.

Steamship Crashes Into the Macedo-
nia Within Sight of Lone

Branch.
NEW YORK, June 13. The Old Domin-

ion steamship Hamilton, which sailed from
New York to-d- for Norfolk and Newport
News, ran Into the German steamship
Macedonia, off. Long Branch, and It is sup-
posed that the Macedonia subsequently
sank. Three passengers and nineteen of
the crew of the Macedonia were saved and
brought to this port A dense fog prevail-
ed over the lower bay and along the coast
since 1 o'clock this morning with Intervals
of clearing.

The Hamilton had on board a large
number of passengers, many of whom were
delegates to a railroad convention at Old
Point Comfort

At 5:53 this evening, while proceeding at
reduced speed and sounding her whistle,
the Hamilton suddenly ran Into a steamer
which proved to be the. German steamship
Macedonia, striking her on the starboard
side abaft the engine and cutting into her
hull about twelve feet The shock was
terrific and Indescribable confusion pre-
vailed for a time. Order was finally re-

stored on the Hamilton, and the crew were
sent to their quarters. The Macedonia's
crew got out their boats, a3 the disabled
vessel drifted away from the Hamilton.
Those taken on board the Old Dominion
liner were three passengers. Captain Moses
Walton, United States volunteers, quarter-
master; Bernard T. Hansen and A. L. Eb-ber- ly

Af-
ter sounding her whistle for a long time
and the boat not appearing. Captain Dole
decided to return to' port, as his vessel was
seriously damaged. The last seen of the
Macedonia she was rolling and surging inthe water and was evidently in a sinking
condition.

The water was smooth and as the col-
lision occurred but a short distance oftLong Branch, it is supposed that the miss-ing boat attempted to make tha land on
the New Jersey coast The Hamilton pro-
ceeded to quarantine.

The Hamilton's bow was bent to port andtorn for a distance of twenty feet on theport side, while the plates on the starboardside were curled and twisted qut of yhape.
The hole on the port bow was about twen-ty feet in length and fifteen feet across.
The steamer was considerably damaged
but no one on board was-hur- t

The Macedonia is a charter vessel In the
service of the Ward line and flies the Ger-
man flae. She sailed from Manznntlln Mv
2S and Clenfuegos June 6, with six pas-
sengers and a full cargo of sugar. She
hailed from Hamburg and was owned by
A. C. Da Freetls & Co. She was of 2.268
tons and was built at Stockton, England,
in t&n.

The Hamilton is the latest addition to
the Old Dominion's fleet of coastwise
steamers.

Believed Macedonia Was Safe.
PHILADELPHIA. June 13. A SDecIal dis

patch from Loner Branch savs. in Dart:
"The Macedonia was in command of Cap-

tain Kufal and carried of twenty-liv- e
and six passengers. Fiv of the crew,

together wlth the second mate, came
ashore In the ship's boat and telegraphed
the Merritt Coast Wrecking Company to
send a tug to the Macedonia's assistance.
The crew of Conover Gaskin's fishery wit-
nessed the accident, put out their boats
and started to render assistance to the
Macedonia's crew and passengers. On theirway seaward they met the members of the
Macedonia's crew bound for shore and
were told the "Macedonia was In grave dan-
ger. When the fishing crew reached the
Macedonia the excitement had been some-
what abated and those on board had been
influenced into believing their position safe.

Old Dominion Disabled.

Domfclon line steamer Old Dominion was
outward bound she made too
close to the harbor In passing a river boat
and struck a ledge of rocks. The big ship
pulled off and proceeded, but when a mile
and a half further down the river her cap-
tain discovered that there was a large hole
In her hull and that she was making water.
He then ran her on the mud flats, where
she lies easily with from twelve to four-
teen feet of water In her forward com-
partment Tugs took off the passengers
and brought them back to the city. There
was no loss of life and no panic. The loss
to the cargo Is not known.

He added that he was not yet In
a position to indicate the terms of the gov-
ernment's amended offer.

In reply to a question as to the delay
attending the memorandum of Sir Alfred
Mllner-untl- l after Its actual receipt by the
English agents In the Trans-aal- , Mr.
Chamberlain said this was due to a temp-
orary break In the cabinet and to the fact
that the memorandum had been intrusted
to a news agency rather than sent as a
preferred government message, as was the
case with the Transvaal message. When
he heard of the delay he said he Instructed
Sir Alfred Milner to send In future all
messages as "preferred."

A blue book issued ht contains the
reply of Mr. Chamberlain to the petition
of the outlanders to her majesty's gov-
ernment, which was mailed from the Cape
on May 10. The secretary of the colonies
freely admits that there are substantial
grounds for the complaints embodied In
the petition which he proceeds to discuss
at length, emphasizing those affecting the
personal rights of the outlanders, which
infringe the spirit, he says, if not the letter
of the London convention. Great Britain,
he continues, is not willing to depart from
her attitude of reserve, but "cannot per-
manently Ignore the arbitrary treatment of
the outlanders and the indifference of the
republic to her friendly representations."

Points Out a Policy.
Mr. Chamberlain points out a policy that

would remove any pretext for intervention,
and suggests a conference between Sir Al-

fred Milner and President Kruger, In which
he leaves Milner a free hand, laying stressupon the question of the franchlte in the
Transvaal and Instructing the British rep-
resentative that if his suEtrestions in thisregard are not fairly received, he need noturge any turtner attempt at discussion.

in the house of commons this evening,
Mr. Chamberlain admitted, in reply toquestions, that the government had re-
ceived information that the Transvaal gov-
ernment was distributing arms and am-
munition among the Boers in the Britishcol4y of Natal and arming Its own sub-
jects against Great Britain.

In reply to a question by Mr. Henry
Liberal member for Northamp-

ton, as to whether President Krugcr's re-
quest for arbitration by other than foreign
Dowers on all points of future difference
had been refused by Sir Alfred Milner at
the Bloemfonteln conference, Mr. Cham-
berlain said the British high commissioner
for South Africa had been somewhat mis-
represented. Sir Alfred Milner had dis-
tinctly refused to arbitrate all nupstlnns
but had said there might be some suscep-
tible of settlement In that way, though not
u u iureiii power.

Mr. Chamberlain then asserted that since
the Bloemfonteln conference Mr. Kruger
had submitted a proposal contemplating
that the president of the arbitration board
should be a foreigner.

"Will Exercise Steady Pressure.
The Dally Mall this morning says:
"The cabinet council yesterday (Tuesday)

was unanimous that steady pressure should
be exercised and Its policy backed up by
an adequate Increase of the British forces
In South Africa."

The Capetown correspondent of the
Dally Mall says:

"The Cape Colony cabinet has addresseda remonstrance to the Imperial government
arguing that It would be inadvisable to ex-
ert Immediate pressure upon the Transvaal
and expressing a desire that Mr. Kruger
be given time to reconsider the position.
The cabinet pleads that the Boers in Cape
Colony would become Intractable If ex-
treme measures were taken."

TORNADO'S AWFUL RECORD AT SEW
RICHMOND.

FIRE CHARRED DEAD BODIES

SCORES OF INJURED ARE CARED
FOR Jt ST. PAUL.

HUNDREDS ARE STILL MISSING

VOLUNTEERS ARE ACTIVE IN THIS
SEARCH.

Prosperous! Little City Wn Complete-
ly Swept Out of Existence Bod-

ies Are Burled Almost as
Fast as Recovered-Li- sts

of the Dead
and Injured.

NEW RICHMOND. WIS., June 11-F- ully

100 corpses, twice as many mangled people,
forty acres of piles of bricks, shivered
planks, scattered heaps of household
goods, dead horses, through which the
wind had driven sharp splinters of board,
smoldering fires where houses stood but
yesterday and in the midst of It all shiver-
ed trees as bare of leaves as ever they
were in the middle of winter and almost
stripped bare of bark until they resembled
the ghosts of what they had been twenty-fo- ur

hours ago this is what the storm
of yesterday wrought'ln the space of three,
minutes upon the town of New Richmond.
There may have been cyclones which creat-
ed greater devastation, some that hava
caused larger loss of life, but it was
only because there was more material for
destruction. There never was a cyclone,
that made a cleaner sweep of what lay In
its path than the one of last evening. In
the business portion of the town absolute-
ly not one building was left standing above)

the cellar windows; everything above a
foundation wall was shaved as clean as
though It had been cut with a plane.

Enormous safes Tvere blown Into the mid-

dle of the street and the largest safe in
the town was carried across ono street
and half way over the square beyond. Tha
day had been warm and sultry, and, during
the latter part of the afternoon heavy
banks" of clouds had hung upon the west-
ern and southwestern horizon, but nothing,
serious wa3 anticipated until a few min-
utes before 6 o'clock, when a dark blua
cloud with edges of pale green was seen
rapidly approaching from the southwest
In a minute a long funnel was seen drop-
ping towards the ground, and then, with
a savage roar, the cloud swept down upon
the doomed town. A circu3 had been ex-
hibiting during the afternoon, and tha
streets were full of strangers, and as the
awful cloud bore swiftly down there was a
mad rush for cellars, doorways or any
place that promised safety. Some of tha
crowd reached a refuge and those who
did not are among the dead.

It will be several days before the number
of dead in New Richmond is accurately
known, and It Is doubtful If the entire num-
ber of fatalities will ever be chronicled.
In the path of the storm, both.-t- the north-
east and southwest ot the city, were scat-
tered farmhouses, and wherever they were
struck by that awful wind there was noth-
ing left but a pile of boards and twisted
rafters. How many were killed in thesa
houses will not be known.for-- a long-tim-

It Is Impossible to estimate the property
loss but It 13 total In the list part of tha
town and to make the blow more severe
not one policy of tornado insurance had
been written for the place. What Is gone
is gone beyond repair. There 13 at present
no destitution among those who have suf-
fered by the storm. St Paul and Minne-
apolis, Chippewa Falls and other places
have sent Jn bountiful supplies and there 13

no suffering for food or necessities, but the
business of the town Is utterly wiped out
ot existence and not one man In the place
will be able to resume business. The de-

struction Is so complete that there Is ab-
solutely nothing to be purchased In the
town not a box of sardines, a pound of
crackers or a pair of shoes.

The work ot searching for the dead was
carried on during the night as well as It
could be done In a drizzling rain, and with
the aid of a few lanterns. It was slow
work, and after dark the result of the work
amounted to practically nothing. The po-
lice of St Paul under the leadership of
Chief Goss, who had guarded the ruins and
preserved order during the day were re-

lieved ht by Company H. of the
Tenth Wisconsin battalion from Chippewa
Falls, under the command of Captain Hart-wel- l.

For the balance of the time tha
militia will be In control.

DETAILS 0FJTHE HORROR.

List of the Buildings Demolished and
the Killed and Injured

Incidents.
NEW RICHMOND. WIS., June 13. Tha

tornado that has swept out of existence
the prosperous little city of New Rich-
mond Is the most disastrous in point of
fatality ever occurring in this section. The
exact number of dead Is still unknown,
but It will certainly reach 100 and very
probably will considerably exceed that Az
ure. As they were recovered the bodies
were brought to the school house or to
the Catholic or Congregational church.
Thence they are to be taken to the ceme-
tery, except in a few cases where homes
still stood In which the remains can be
kept for a few hours during which the final
tribute of love could be tendered by tha
bereaved families. The bodies were pre-
pared for burial by local and visiting un-
dertakers and as soon as Identified were
marked and disposed of as their friends
requested.

The Catholic priest, who has spent a
sleepless night and day in looking after
the bodies and souls of his parishioners,
was one of the coolest and best workers
among the many who volunteered their
aid. Nurses and physicians from St. Paul
who had come down by special train on
the Omaha road as soon as news of tha
disaster reached tha Minnesota capital,
were of great help all night and day. and
when the day closed all the seriously In-
jured were believed to have been caretl
for. Tho- - whose Injuries were serlou.-- , but
